The prior art does not disclose an apparatus for supporting a leadframe formed with at 
least one row of non singulated semiconductor devices during a testing operation having a 
leadframe support member formed with at least one groove for receiving the semiconductor 
device, test probes from a test probe head electrically connected with leads of the semiconductor 
devices resting upon a surface of the support member and in combined with a main body and 
coupling means as recited in the instant claims 1 and 13. Claims 2-16 and 17 depend from 
allowed claims 1 and 13, they are also allowed accordingly.
